I have arranged for six of my students who serve as instructors to 
run my school here. I will come down once a month to pay the rent, 
examine students for higher ratings & see that school is being run 
as it should be. I now have 44 students. It was once up to 57 but 
summer dropouts cut it down. 

There are no dues in the two organiztions that I mentioned above. 
You could make some fine contacts in Europe through them that could 
prove valuable in the future. Through my service with the ARF in 
WWII I made some fine and lasting anti-communist contacts and I do 
want to share them with you. 


During WWII I became aware instantly of the danger of our pro- 
communist American policy and began to make contacts with military 
allies of Importance who felt as I did about the communist menace. 

In 1947 I became an activist against the Reds, first in the maritime 
labor movement as I had returned to the merchant marine and second 
in other labor movements, I guess this makes me an oldtimer in the 
anticommunist fight but I still have several good years left in me. 

Some of my Patriot associates only think on a national scale and 
steer away from foreign anti— communist movements but 1 have decided 
that international cooperation between such groups is beneficial as 
the exchange of ideas and plans are of mutual benefi$ in our fight 
against the Inti. Banker/CFR/Zionist Cabal and its marxist fronts.

The letter consisted of various defamatory comments 
concerning Dr. Henry A. Kissinger, Assistant to President Nixon 
for National Security affairs. 

Included in this letter is the statement that 
"Kissinger’s revolutionary authority now extends over the State 
and Defense Departments, with absolute control over all U. S. 
intelligence activities." 

The above letter appears over the holographic signa- 
ture of Billy James Hargis, who is identified on the letterhead 
as Founder - Director of the Christian Crusade. 

Also enclosed with this mailing is a printed flyer 
published by Christian Crusade recommending a book published 
by Christian Crusade captioned "Henry Kissinger - Mystery Man 
of Power," by Julian Williams. The reverse side of this flyer 
consisted of a solicitation for donations to Christian Crusade 
with donors being offered the opportunity of requesting a 
mailing of the above book. 


Julian Williams has identified himself, as recently 
as January, 1972, as Research Director for Christian Crusade.
